IRA bomb Britain’s House of Commons 


LONDON (U P I) 
A bomber believed to have been a member of the 
Irish Republican Army (IRA) slipped through the dense security 
screen of the House of Commons today and planted a bomb that 
exploded only a few yards from the meeting place of Britain's 
legislators 
The blast shattered $ gas main setting off a fire that damaged 900- 
year-old Westminster Hall, one of the most historic buildings in the 
kingdom and imperiled its world famous hammer-beam ceiling h ire 
fighting teams from all over the capital managed to put out the blaze 
before it did serious harm 
Scotland Yard said 11 persons were injured, only one of whom had to 
be kept in hospital 
a girl with a broken leg It accepted the bombing 
as a challenge from the IRA that no building or person is safe and 
rechecked security at Buckingham Palace and other sensitive centers 
Since the Palace of Westminster 
a complex of buildings which 


includes the House of Commons, the House of Lords. Westminster 
Hall and the tower of Big Ben 
has always been considered an obvious 
target for the IRA it has been under heavy guard 


But an underground car park is being built in the forecourt of 
Westminster Hall and several score workers, some of them Irish, 
have been engaged as laborers With or without inside help a bomber 
managed to place from 15 to 20 pounds or gelignite in an alcove near 
the staff canteen 


At 8 20 a m <3:20 a m EDTI today a caller with an Irish accent 
telephoned Press Association, a local news agency, and said a bomb 
was due to go off in the House of Commons in six minutes The caller 
used a code word that identified his warning as genuine 
The warning was still being circulated when the bomb detonated 
about 10 minutes later with at least four members of Parliament al­ 


ready in their offices preparing tor today’s session of the House of 
Commons which proceeded as scheduled 
None was among the injured David Steel, chief whip of the Liberal 
party, said they got out into the street to find smoke billowing from the 
building and already almost obscuring Big Ben. 
In scenes reminiscent of the wartime bombings fire apparatus from 
all over central London raced to the scene and also prepared to protect 
Wesminister Abbey, most precious of the nation's churches, just 
across the street th e explosion cam e at the height of the morning 
rush hour and traffic in central London was jammed for hours. 
Steel was indignant that a building of such historic ancestry should 
be attacked 
Winston Churchill lay in state there, Charles I was 
sentenced to be beheaded there, Henry VIII played tennis in the hall 
and when it was cleaned some years ago his tennis balls were found in 
the beamed ceiling 


Gas price posting 
on Council agenda 


The ongoing battle of whether or 
not service station operators should 
be required to post prices of their 
gasoline will be continued tomorrow 
night when the Lompoc City Council 
meets to discuss the controversial 
matter. 
The meeting will take place in the 
rear of the City Hall Auditorium at 
119 West Walnut Ave., at 7:30 
A special com m ittee that was set 
up by the Council will report back to 
the board and announce its findings 
regarding the mandatory posting of 
gasoline prices at service stations 
The com m ittee has met three 
times since it was created by the 
Council on May 5 But according to 
at least once councilman, another 
month may be needed to resolve the 
controversy. 
Sol 
lefkow itz will recommend 
that the ordinance (no 932-74) be 
put on the July 16 agenda 
The councilman said that even 
though the com m ittee was granted 
30 days to come up with a solution, 
another 30 days will be needed to 
find an acceptable solution 
Lefkowitz said that an acceptable 
solution is one that is “ acceptable to 
all parties involved and is a positive 
solution.’’ 


The councilman also added that 
the 
com m ittee 
is 
considering 
“ several 
measures 
which 
may 
accomplish the goal of the many 
c itiz e n s 
who 
have 
b ecom e 
interested in the issue.” 


Councilman Art Scott, who will be 
out of town tomorrow and will not 
attend the meeting, said that the 
com m ittee had developed 14 various 


ideas to solve the problem. But at 
the com m ittee’s second meeting 
many of these ideas were thrown out 
because they were impractical 
But 
Scott 
added 
that 
the 
com m ittee had 
agreed to some 
things at least. “ In considering the 
problem som etim es it is not the 
apparent one and we must go deeper 
in order to resolve it At the sam e 
time, we do not want to destroy the 
free enterprise system and way of 
life that we cherish so dearly,” he 
said. 
L efk ow itz 
a lso 
said 
th at 
preservation of the free enterprise 
system 
w as 
of 
the 
utm ost 
importance. 
Scott said one of the things that 
was discussed during the second 
com m ittee 
m eeting 
was 
the 
possibility 
of 
a 
central 
phone 
number that consumers could use to 
find different gasoline prices around 
town. 
The councilman said that the 
answ ering 
serv ice 
would 
be 
monitored and controlled by the 
consumers. 
The 
service 
would 
possibly be installed, said Scott, “ so 
that everyone could very easily 
know what the cost of gasoline is at 
the various service stations.” 
Scott would also like to see the 
service expanded to the mass media 
and would like to see a resolution 
written that would ask for the 
voluntary posting of gasoline prices. 
According to another com m ittee 
member, Richard Rieke, the idea of 
the central telephone number was 
termed prohibitive because of costs 
and difficulties.

Court lets stand 
Kerner conviction 


WASHINGTON 
(UP1) 
- 
The 
Supreme Court let stand today the 
conviction of former Illinois Gov. 
Otto Kerner Jr., the first sitting 
federal judge to be found guilty of a 
felony. 
In a brief order with Justice 
Thurgood 
M arshall 
not 
par­ 
ticipating, the court refused to hear 
pleas by Kerner’s lawyers that a 
judge 
cannot 
be 
convicted 
in 
criminal court without first being 
impeached 
by 
the 
House 
and 
removed from office by the Senate. 
Kerner, on leave of absence but 
still a judge of the 7th U.S. Court of 
Appeals in Chicago and drawing his 
$42,500 annual salary, was convicted 
last year of mail fraud, conspiracy, 
tax evasion and perjury. 
In other major actions today, the 
Court: 
—Ruled 6 to 3 that a state is not 
required to provide a lawyer to a 
convicted indigent when he appeals 
to the high court. 
—Refused to hear an appeal in 
which Bible fundamentalists argued 
that Houston, Tex., must use school 
texts giving “equal tim e’’ to the 
Genesis theory of creation when 
discussing evolution. 
—Ruled 
that 
inspecting 
the 
outside 
of 
a 
suspect’s car 
for 
evidence in a murder case is not the 
sort 
of 
“ search” 
requiring 
a 
warrant.

China explodes nuclear bomb 


NEW DELHI 
(UPI) - China 
exploded an enormous nuclear bomb 
today in its Lop Nor testing area 
about 1,500 m iles west of Peking, the 
Indian Atomic Energy Commission 
announced. 
France 
exploded 
a 
smaller one in the South Pacific 
earlier today. 
It was believed to be the first time 
two nations were known to have 
carried out atomic tests the same 
day. 
The Indian announcement said 
today’s China blast was carried out 
above ground at 2 a.m. EDT in the 
Lop Nor region. 
“ On the basis of the signals 
obtained 
at 
our 
m onitoring 
stations,” the announcement said, 
“the explosion was conducted in the 
atmosphere and had a yield of 
approximately 
one 
megaton 
of 
TNT”—a million tons of TNT. 
The commission gave no other 
details. 
China exploded its first atomic 
low-yield bomb on Oct. 16, 1964, 


becoming the fifth nation to possess 
nuclear power. An explosion of a 
Chinese 
hydrogen 
bomb 
was 
announced June 17,1967. 
China’s Lop Nor region, a desolate 
and 
sparsely 
populated area 
in 
Sinkiang Province which borders 
the Soviet Union, is the country’s 
traditional nuclear testing ground.

The report of the blast followed 
word 
earlier 
in 
the 
day 
from 
Australia and New Zealand that 
France exploded a nuclear device 
today above Mururoa Atoll in the 
Pacific Ocean. 
Australian Prime Minister Gough 
Whitlam 
and 
his 
New 
Zealand 
counterpart, 
Norman Kirk, 
both 
protested France’s reported nuclear 
explosion over Mururoa. Whitlam 
warned that the test was “likely to 
lead 
to deposits of 
radioactive 
fallout within Australian territory.’’ 
Japan said it would protest the 
French blast if it were confirmed. 
Kirk said the French test was a 
“sizeable 
explosion 
but 
at 
20 
kilotons—20 tons of TNT—it was 
much smaller than the Chinese test. 
He said France had been working on 
a 
miniaturized 
nuclear 
weapon.

Jordan

President Nixon concluded a visit to 
Israel today with an agreement to 
provide 
nuclear 
technology 
for 
peaceful purposes similar to one 
signed in Egypt last week He then 
returned to the Arab world for the 
last stop of his Mideast journey. 
King Hussein, America’s oldest 
Arab friend, and his 25-year-old 
queen Alia greeted President and 
Mrs. Nixon when their plane arrived 
in 
Jordan. 
Several 
hundred 
onlookers, 
including many small 
children waving American flags, ap­ 
plauded as Nixon got off his plane 
following a half-hour flight from 
Jerusalem. 
Eight 
F105 
Starfighter 
jets 
escorted Nixon’s plane from the 
moment 
it 
entered 
Jordanian 
airspace and roared overhead as the 
King and the President reviewed an 
honor guard. 
“ Welcome to the great President 
Nixon,” 
airport 
loudspeakers 
boomed. “ Welcome to the guest of 
our King Hussein Welcome to the 
eternal land of Jordan, to the land of 
the (Arab) cause.” 
The 
promise 
to 
sell 
nuclear 
reactors, fuel and technology to 
Israel 
cam e 
as 
part 
of 
a 
communique signed by Nixon and 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin in 
Jerusalem . 
It 
also 
included 
provisions 
for 
additional 
U.S. 
economic and military assistance 
for Israel. 
Nixon’s Israeli visit was friendly 
although it was the first stop where 
there were placards referring to 
Watergate. There also was a small 
anti-Nixon demonstration in behalf 
of Jewish “prisoners ’ in the Soviet 
Union. It was broken up by police 
who pushed the protesters aside. 
Nixon did not see it. 
Today’s communique was very 
similar to the one Nixon signed with 
President Anwar Sadat in Cairo 
Friday, showing U.S. attempts to be 
even handed in its Mideast dealings. 
It calls for new U.S. economic aid to 
“offset the heavy additional costs 
inherent 
in 
assuring 
Israel’s 
m ilita ry 
ca p a b ility 
for 
the 
maintenance of peace.” 
The nuclear agreement like the 
one signed with Egypt—and like 
similar ones with other countries 
—contains safeguards to make sure 
nuclear 
technology 
is 
used 
for 
peaceful 
purposes, 
Secretary 
of 
State Henry A. Kissinger said. 
Nixon’s message throughout his 
visit to Jerusalem was one of U.S. 
friendship. He told leaders Sunday 
to take the necessary risks to “wage 
peace” 
so that the 
“cradle of 
civilization will 
not 
become its 
grave.” 
“Under no circumstances does the 
fact that the United States is seeking 
better 
relations 
with 
some 
of 
Israel’s neighbors mean that the 
friendship of the United States and 
the support for Israel is any less,” 
Nixon said in a toast at a dinner in 
his honor Sunday.

packers and retailers are

to cut retail meat prices. 
Informed 
government 
sources 
said 
Agriculture

might also announce that 
government meat purchases 
for 
donation 
to 
schools 
would 
be expanded 
—a 
further move to aid farmers 
groaning 
under 
low 
livestock prices in a glutted 
meat market. 
“ The (profit) margins of 
the middlemen —packers, 
reta ile rs 
—are 
unreasonably high,” Rush 
told reporters Friday. “ It 
bears scrutiny as to why 
those margins are so high. 
Rush explained the goal of 
the White House meeting 
was to get food industry 
middlemen to lower their 
profits so consumers, who 
already have some retail 
reductions, can get the full 
benefit of recent drops in 


live cattle and hog prices. 
Groups 
invited 
to the 
White House meeting, Rush 
said, include spokesmen for 
cattle and hog producers, 
rural credit leaders, and 
representatives 
of 
meat 
packers and supermarket 
chains. 
Consumer demand must 
be revived, an Agriculture 
official said, so farmers can 
get relief from a squeeze 
that currently

buy that demand back by

It was no sw eat for M ickey Lolich. 
The hefty Detroit lefty hurled his 12th com plete 
gam e of thè season and ninth in a row Sunday when he 
pitched the Tigers to a 3-2 victory in 11 innings over 
the K ansas City Royals in a gam e played in chilly 50 
degree weather. 
"The cold weather enabled m e to go the 11 innings," 
said Lolich. who first cam e to public attention in 1968 
when he won three gam es, including the decisive 
seventh contest, against St. Louis in the World Series. 
"The hot weather m akes the bulky man sw eat, 
added the 6-foot-l, 207-pound southpaw who posted his 
third win a row and raised his record for the season to 
8-7. 
Lolich got off to a poor start this year, dropping five 
of his first six decisions, including the first four in a 
row. But com plete gam es are nothing new for the 
T igers’ workhorse who led the Am erican League in 
that departm ent with 29 in 1971 —before the days of 
the designated hitter —and in innings pitched with 376. 
"I feel I’ve got it all together now," Lolich said 
after striking out 11 R oyals and walking only two as 
the victory boosted the Tigers into a tie with 
Cleveland for second place in the E ast D ivision. 
Aurelio Rodriguez, whose three-run hom er in the 
ninth inning Saturday enabled the Tigers to beat the 
Royals 11-9, got the decisive hit again Sunday when he 
singled with two out in the 11th to drive in Jim 
Northrup with the winning run. Detroit got its first 
two runs in the first without the aid of a hit, thanks to 
four walks and an error while Hal M cR ae's two-run 
homer in the third accounted for Kansas City ’s runs. 


Poll National League players —especially in the Los 
Angeles D odgers’ clubhouse —and you get a virtually 
unanimous opinion that the m ost underrated pitcher 
in the league is Andy M essersm ith. 
M essersm ith has been a 20-game winner only once

Irwin, who said he had a dream 
three w eeks ago that he would win 
the Open, took control in his own 
mind on the ninth hole when he sank 
a 35-foot birdie putt that put him in 
the lead for good over his playing 
partner and friend, Tom Watson. 
W atson, after carrying a one- 
stroke lead into the final round, 
folded with a closing 79 that placed 
him at 292, in a tie for fifth place 
with Palm er, who had a 76, and Jim 
Colbert, with a 74. 


‘It looks like I blew it, and you can 
say I blew it,” said the 24-year-old 
Watson, still seeking his first tour 
victory although he has on three 
occasions been the leader going into 
the final round. 


Johnny Miller, the defending Open 
champion who adm itted that he has 
lost his com petitive desire after 
winning five tournaments this year, 
never w as in it and his final round 77 
left him at 302, 15 strokes off the 
pace.

Health care 


The rising costs of hospital and medical 
care in the nation has prompted much 
legislative movement toward a federal 
health insurance plan 
President Nixon 
advocates 
a 
plan. 
Senator 
Edward 
Kennedy advocates another. However, if a 
recent 
published 
study 
of 
federal 
comprehensive 
health 
plans 
has 
any 
validity, the legislators better go back to 
the drawing boards. 


The renowned “ think tank” known as the 
Rand Corp. 
recently studied different 
kinds 
of 
federal 
health 
insurance 
programs, from minimal “ catastrophe 
coverage” 
to 
full 
scale 
socialized 
medicine, with the government paying 
most medical bills and their conclusions 
make one wonder if any type of federal 
program would be successful. 


They claim that a comprehensive plan 
would not greatly affect hospital care, but 
would bring patients flooding into doctors’

offices, increasing outpatient loads by 75 
per cent and far exceeding the capacity of 
the nation’s doctors to handle. 
This, the study says, would cause the 
cost of physicians’ services to go up and 
patients would experience longer delays in 
receiving appointments and physicians 
would spend less time with patients. 
The 
report 
estimates 
that 
under 
federally 
paid medical care the total 
national medical bill of $62 billion would 
increase 
$16 
billion. 
They 
call 
this 
prediction “ conservative.” 
They also concluded that under the 
major policy options 
that 
have 
been 
proposed 
for 
health 
care 
financing, 
Americans would live no longer than they 
do now 
The report makes no recommendations. 
It would seem proper, however, that those 
responsible for devising a federal health 
care plan pay heed to the results of this 
study.

a n y w h e r e 
e x c e p t 
something that relates to Nixon and 
W atergate 
— 
audiences 
simply 
yawn when he speaks about such 
distractions as world peace or the 
energy crisis. 2. Half his audience 
oppose Nixon, and wish to hear from 
Senator Dole that the tim e has com e 
to get Nixon off the back of the 
Republican 
party. 
3. 
Half 
his 
audience are prepared to die for 
Nixon (and probably w ill). 
Senator Dole gave an example of 
his dilemma. Someone asked him a 
few weeks ago whether President 
Nixon would fly in to campaign for 
him. Senator Dole replied jauntily 
that he would be glad if President 
Nixon would “fly over.” In better

D em ocratic that a Presidential veto 
of foolish, M cGovernite legislation, 
will not hold up. If this should 


happen, 
Mr. 
Nixon 
would

himself as President presiding over

inclination, but of a division among 
Republicans

A good part of the 
tab 
for 
my 
own 
college years was footed by a stuffy, 
seniority-m ired 
but 
benevolent 
burglar and fire alarm company 
named Am erican D istrict Telegraph 
Co. 
ADT 
had 
wiring 
throughout 
Oakland and the E ast Bay. I ’ll 
always 
be 
able 
to 
rem em ber 
resurrecting m yself from the pad 
midnights for the 1 a.m . to 9 a.m . 
shift of touring dank warehouses, 
scribbling down opening and closing 
tim es, scram bling over rooftops, 
covering side door escape routes 
and marvelling at the chaos that 
industrial fires leave. 
As I neared the office, one thought 
preempted my mind: “ It ain’t gonna 
B E this way after I graduate.” I 
found myself muttering it aloud 
som etim es as I bussed downtown 
from Berkeley and threaded through 
the teaming 4 p.m. Oakland streets 
into the up tight, buzzer and alarm 
bell din of our close central station. 
Theoretically, there would com e a 
tim e when the four shifts a week 
would 
end 
and 
I 
could 
have 
weekends and Friday nights off, get 
out of the city and do something 
worthwhile. I kept telling myself 
this 
for 
five 
years. 
When they 
presented me with my five year pin, 
it was a severe blow. But I kept on 
anyway. 
The supervisor on the swing shift 
was a taut ex-M arine who habitually 
leafed 
through 
dog 
eared 
war 
com bat paperbacks and longed to be 


back in Korea. On special occasions 
he brought a copy of Jan es Fighting 
Ships. 
After 
the 
5 
p.m. 
to 
7 
p.m. 
holocaust of openings and closings 
had been recorded (burglar in — 
burglar out), and if there were no 
burglaries or hold ups, it was the sea 
story 
hour. 
Apropos of 
nothing, 
Nielsen would bring us all back to 
his trench at Inchon, mimicking the 
roar 
of 
a 
m ortar 
barrage. 
I 
som etim es think I spent four or five 
years in that trench. 


Oakland was a beautiful place-not 
so unlike Korea-in the last five years 
of the 1960s 
Police officers were 
being gunned down in the streets. 
The m otorcycle brigade switched 
from white helm ets to blue so they 
wouldn’t be picked off their bikes in 
the dark. One of our own guys was 
pinned down in an E ast Oakland 
ambush. The city paced the nation in 
crim e. Business was brisk. 
ADT men wore uniforms and, for 
some 
insane 
reason, 
carried 
38 
caliber side arm s, though we were 
given range training (optional) once 
during that half decade. 
Anyone in uniform was a target of 
opportunity. 
Garbage cans 
were 
bounced off our patrol ca rs; we got 
cat calls in the streets; false alarm s 
were standard. 
The ghetto kids developed a fine 
art of spotting our photoelectric 
alarm 
beam s 
and 
gauging 
our 
response tim e down to a hair. We’d 
see them loitering safely on the 
sidewalk, 
gazing on 
in supreme 
innocence, as we and the police 
would roll up to check out never to 
be explained alarm s. 
ADT’s system s foiled brigades of 
burglars, but usually these were the 
loners and first tim ers naive enough 
to 
jim m y 
open 
a 
magnetically 
contacted door and waltz through 
seven 
consecutive 
photo 
beams, 
trying to find a petty cash drawer in 
a warehouse. 
Now and 
then real crim inals, 
maybe they were the M afia, would 
want something like a fur shipment. 
It would be as though a phantom in 
sneakers had levitated him self over 
cotton. The subscriber would arrive 
at his ultrasonically protected shop 
in 
the 
morning 
to 
find 
that 
everything but the wallpaper had 
vanished. 
Then there was the tim e, I was 
told, that a crew had done some 
wiring and blown a safe apart with a 


small 
piece 
of 
stolen 
m ilitary 
artillery. Our over sensitive safe 
bug, 
famous for blaring alarm s 
when trains went by or sparrows 
were locked in the building, never 
made a peep all night. 
Then, too, was the Thanksgiving 
discount store burglary when a team 
made some system alterations and 
gutted 
the 
gun 
and 
jew elry 
departments. 
All 
the 
subscriber 
found that morning were a few 
empty champagne bottles selected 
from the liquor counter. 
And there were the small tim e hit 
and runners, like the winos who’d 
shatter a $400 picture window and 
remove a $1.27 gallon of Ripple from 
between bottles of $15 Scotch before 
the $50 a month alarm service could 
hotline the alert to the P.D. 
My 38 left its holster only a 
handful of tim es in that violent era, 
most of them for practice pot shots 
one night when I was guarding a 
heap 
of 
scrap 
copper and 
had 
nothing else to do. 
I pointed it at a person only once. 
He was a burglar, another am ateur, 
thank God. I almost collided with 
him in a canning warehouse after 
the Berkeley Police had checked out 
the scene and driven off. He wasn’t 
armed and didn’t resist. It was a 
stroke of 
luck 
for 
general 
law 
enforcement 
because 
he 
could 
probably have just kept walking 
out that roof top door. 
When I left ADT for good it was 
shift, 
instead 
of 
leaving 
for 
a 
different 
life. 
People 
were 
too 
harassed as usual to notice that I ’d 
sweat blood for that place to get 
through school. 
Still, those memories seem more 
distinct 
than 
some 
others 
of 
smoother times.
